WOMAN SUFFRAGE

President Wilson Believes Question
Should Not be Made Party Issue,
But Decided by States.

Washington, Oct. 6.—President
Wilson will vote for the woman suf-
frage state constitutional amendment
in New Jersecy, his home state, at
| the special election October 1%, He
isaid today he would vote, not as the
leader of the Democratic party. but
as a private citizen,

Mr. Wilson sald he believed the
question should not be made a party
lesue and should be decided by the
states, not the national government.
The following statement was given
| out at the White House:

“I intend to vote for woman suf-
frage in New Jersey because 1 be-
ileve that the time has come to ex-
tend that privilege and responsibility
to the women of the state; but I
shall vote, not as the leader of my
party in the nation, but only upon
my private conviction as a citizen of
New Jersey, called upon by the leg-
islature of the state to express his
convictions at the polls. I thimk that
New Jersey will be greatly beaefited
by the change.

1
belleve that it should be settled by
the states and not by the national
government and that in no eireum-

Withdraws His Resignation as Gov-
ernor of the Zone and wWin

George W. Goethals has withdrawn
his resignation” as governor of the
Panama canal zone,

This fact was announced by Gen-
eral Goethals tonight on his arrival
on board the steamer Cristobal from
New York after a vacation spent in
the United States. His action was
taken, he said, in view of the recent
slides in the Qaillard Cut, which
have closed traffic through the ca-
nal. General Goethals said he would
remain in Panama indefinitely—un-
til such time as the condition of the
canal would permit of his departure,
Further than to make this announce-
ment and to say that he had cabled
Secretary of War Garrison withdraw-
ing his resignation which was to be-
come effective November 1. General
Gotheals had nothing to say concern-
ing the canal,

ENGLAND CALLING
FOR ENLISTMENTS

Earl of Derby Starts Campaign
to Get at Least 30,000
Men Per Week.

NEWS FROM BATTLE FRONT

Austro-German Army  on Way
Through Hungary to Attack
Serbia,

London, Octo. 6. There is little
change in the military situation on
any of the fronts.

Unconfirmed reports say that an

Austro-German force variously esti-
mated up to 500,000, with 2,000 guns
is proceeding through southern Hun-
gary to attack Serbia. Military ok-
servers here, however, assert that it
is probable that a figure less than a
half million would be nearer the
truth declaring that there is no evi-
dence of any heavy withdrawals of
Teutonic troops from the Russian
front and that the western  front
every day is demanding new drafts.

The observers say the Germans are
not in a position withdraw many
troops from the Russian side, as the
armies of Emperor Nicholas are mak-
ing a desperate effort to assume the
initiative, On some sectors Petrograd
reports that the Russiaps already
have done this, Besides, it is assert-
ed, they have held up Von Hinden-
burg's drive against Dvinsk for sey-
eral weeks and inflicted serious losses

on him. Von Hindenburg is report-
ed to  be receiving reinforcements
with a view to making another at-

tempt to force his way through the
outer defences o fthe city,
BIG GUNS BOOM.,

In the west the big guns are boom-
ing, seemingly preparing a way for
a4 continuation of the allies’ offensive
which the Germans doubtiess will
try to forestall by an attack. In
Champagne the Freneh have captur-
ed Tahure and the summit of the hill
of Tahure at a point in the German
second line of defence .

The Italians record another ad-

vance toward Rovereto, so many
times reported evacuated by the
Austrians,

The heavy losses sustained by the
British and French in their attempts
to penetrate the German lines in
France and the large number of
men required for operations along
the Euphrates River and in the
Dardanelles and the Balkans, have
made necessary another appeal for
enlistment, The Earl of Derby who is
directing recruiting, and who is re-
celving the assistance of the labor
organizations in his work, has taken
charge of a campaign the object of
which is to obtain at least 30,000
